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Quiet start for Agawam students 


Man injured in 
motorcycle crash

AGAWAM — A motorcycle 
operator was critically injured 
after a crash on Mill Street in the 
area of Route 57 around 6 p.m. 
Saturday, Sept. 7. 

According to Agawam Police 
Lt. Eric Gillis, when police of- 
ficers arrived at the scene, they 
found a single motorcycle oper- 
ated by a lone male. The victim — 


whom police declined to identify 
— was treated for apparent serious 
injuries until paramedics arrived 
to transport him to the Trauma 
Department of Baystate Medical 
Center. 

As of Sunday, the man was list- 
ed in critical condition, according 
to a hospital spokesperson. 

The crash is currently under 
investigation by the Agawam Po- 
lice Department Traffic Bureau

Seeking justice for Evan 


Man pleads not guilty after crash 
that killed Agawam native

Stoughton man indicted on 

manslaughter charges for the 
May crash that killed 20-year-old 
Agawam native and Curry Col- 
lege student Evan Bard appeared 
for his Superior Court arraignment 
last week. 

Sean Jackman, 24, is facing 
charges of motor vehicle homicide 
and manslaughter after he was re- 
portedly indicted by a Norfolk 


County grand jury in June. 

The crash occurred around 
11:50 p.m. on Friday, May 10 in 
Canton when Jackman and Bard 
were returning from a wedding 
where Jackman was reportedly the 
best man. The 1995 Toyota Camry 
in which the pair were traveling hit 
a wall under a railroad bridge be- 
fore striking a tree. Jackman suf- 
fered head injuries and was trans- 
ported to Boston Medical Center 
and Bard was pronounced dead at

4,000 students in grades 1-12 returned to 
class Sept 5. 

At the James Clark School, Principal Shel- 
ley Russell said staff and students were “hap- 
py” and “excited” to be back.

Russell said children entered the school 
“with big smiles on their faces.’ One of the 
first students to arrive and greet Russell was 
Karissa Ackley, 7. The second grader said 
she “couldn’t wait” to see her old friends, 
meet new friends, and get reacquainted with 
her teachers. 

With new pencils, crayons, textbooks, and 
writing paper, students listened as teachers 
explained the schedule and expectations for 
the year. Teachers read books to children and 
gave younger students tours of the school to 
help them feel more comfortable. 

Russell said the school owes a special 
thanks to Richard Stepanik, a nearby farmer, 
who spent countless hours planting, mulch- 
ing, and weeding the school grounds. “It 
looks absolutely splendid. We’re so fortu- 
nate to have Mr. Stepanik keeping our school 
looking beautiful.” 

At Robinson Park Elementary School, 
opening day went “very well” said Principal 
Cynthia Palazzi. “Most busses ran on time, 
with only a couple of exceptions.

Agawam disc golf course tossed forward

The sport of disc golf may soon be coming to Agawam. 
As the name suggests the sport involves the use of a flying 
disc (often a “Frisbee,” though a tin pie plate will do). Play- 
ers advance through a set course with the smallest possible 
number of tosses. 

Disc golf has drawn the interest of an Agawam Eagle 
Scout, Ryan Riel, who has made it his project to have such a 
course installed in town. On Thursday, Sept. 5, the Agawam 
Planning Board voted to advance his cause, approving cer- 
tain changes in the plans for School Street Park that include 
the course, though the vote was conditioned upon approvals 
from engineering and the conservation commission. 

There is a good deal more to the ongoing second phase 
of the School Street Park project than the disc golf course, 
and several other elements of the site plan came up for the 
board’s discussion Thursday. For example, proponents have 
changed the shape of the contemplated parking lot slightly 
and have proposed more greenery than earlier intended. 

All five members of the board were present at the meet- 
ing: Travis P. Ward (chairman); Violet Baldwin, David A. 
Chase, Mark Paleologopoulos, and Nicholas Pandolfi. Also 
in attendance was Deborah Dachos, director of Planning an 
Community Development. 

Dachos explained that earlier drafts of the plans for the

park had been subject to pulls from two different directions, 
with the Conservation Commission concerned about wet- 
lands and greenery while the planning board was “concerned 
with parking and the events that will be going on.” She de- 
scribed how she had met with representatives of conserva- 
tion to get everybody on the same page, although that meet- 
ing was informal in nature, she said; not “a huge working 
session.” 

After discussion, it was Baldwin who moved for condi- 
tional approval of the revised plans. Pandolfi seconded and 
the vote was unanimous. 

Following the vote, an animated discussion of the plans 
broke out, seemingly more contentious than the discussions 
that took place before the vote. 

Chase expressed some skepticism about the effects that 
traffic to and from the park — especially before and after ma- 
jor events — would have upon the neighbors. 

But he also said — in explaining the “yes” vote he had just 
cast — that he didn’t want to be “the stick in the mud” of the 
board. 

In other planning board news, the proponents of an amend- 
ment to the subdivision inspection fees were not present, so 
that matter was continued until the next meeting. 

Likewise, the agenda had included a site plan for the South 
Westfield Street project of Ralph DePalma and Giuseppe 
Tirone, but they were not prepared to go forward yet.

butting heads 
over goats

AGAWAM -— A state housing court in Springfield was 
scheduled to take up the matter of the Griffins and their goats 
Monday, September 9. At press time, the outcome of that is- 
sue was not available. 

Separately, Alan and Suzanne Griffin have filed a lawsuit 
against the town of Agawam in U.S. District Court in Spring- 
field, seeking $2 million in damages in the dispute over the 
goats on their property. Further, they have won both an early 
victory and an early defeat for this federal action in an order 
issued Aug. 26 by U.S. magistrate Judge Kenneth P. Nei- 
man. 

Alan Griffin said recently that he didn’t expect to attend 
the state court hearing on the matter Monday because he was 
focusing on the federal proceeding. 

He also said that he has two doctors who have affirmed the 
value of goat’s milk to the health of his wife. “If they take the 
goats away, it'll make her sicker.” 

The underlying dispute goes back to 2006, when the Hous- 
ing Court first entered an order that the goats on the North 
Street property must be removed. There were settlement dis- 
cussions last year about a limit on the number of goats. 

On Feb. 23, 2012, the city solicitor sent a letter to Frank 
Saia, the attorney then representing the Griffins, suggesting 
the number of goats on the property be limited to four adults 
and one litter of kids. There were a variety of provisos in- 
cluded with the settlement offer, such as the requirement that 
a wooden or brick fence of at least 6 1/2 feet be installed 
within 45 days from the date of the agreement. 

Judge Neiman said in his Aug. 26 opinion, “The court as- 
sumes that the settlement was not reached.” 

In state court, Judge Judith Cutler has ordered the removal 
of the goats. That order was the precipitating event that led 
the Griffins to seek relief from the federal courts on a civil 
rights claim. 


A Win and a Loss 

The early win for the Griffins in the federal action was that 
the magistrate judge agrees that they meet the requirements 
for filing and pursuing the lawsuit without prepayment of the 
usual filing and administration fees as hardship relief. 

They sought a temporary stay of enforcement of Judge 
Cutler’s order during the pendency of their federal case. This 
Neiman refused to extend. 

He wrote that their complaint fails to bring the action on 
its face within the scope of federal civil rights, since it al- 
leges no facts suggesting that they were “denied due process 
or subjected to selective treatment based upon a town law or 
custom.” 

In addition, he wrote, that under an existing legal prec- 
edent, federal courts generally “abstain from interfering 
with state court proceedings even where defendants claim 
violations of important federal rights,” so long as the federal 
claims can be “raised and resolved somewhere in the state 
process.” 

But Neiman didn not say that that precedent is fatal to 
the Griffins’ claims. Rather, he gave them 35 days either to 
“demonstrate good cause why this action should not be dis- 
missed” or to file an amended complaint.

| ieee this week, West Springfield vot- 
ers rejected the Hard Rock International 
casino proposal for the Eastern States Ex- 
position and we couldn’t help but breathe a 
sigh of relief — as we’re sure many of our 
readers and Agawam town officials did. 

Springfield voters have already approved 
the MGM casino proposal in that city while 
Palmer residents will head to the polls in 
November to decide the fate of the Mohe- 
gan Sun proposal there. The Massachusetts 
Gaming Commission will issue one license 
for a casino in Western Massachusetts, but 
the applicant first has to garner support 
from the host community. With Tuesday’s 
vote, Hard Rock can no longer vie for the 
license. 

Over the last few weeks we’ve had ample 
opportunity to communicate with Agawam 
town officials — including Councilor George 
Bitzas — who staunchly opposed the casino. 
He went so far as to sponsor a resolution 
asking the council to go on record in oppo- 
sition of the proposal in the event that West 
Springfield voters did, indeed, pass it at the 
polls. 

In retrospect, we can’t help but feel Hard 
Rock may have been barking up the wrong 
tree by proposing a casino for the Eastern 
States Exposition grounds — home of the an- 
nual Big E fair. Residents and commuters in 
both Agawam and West Springfield are will- 
ing to put up with an influx of traffic during 
the 17 days of the Big E, but asking them 
to approve a casino that would likely have 
overcrowded already congested roadways 
was, in our opinion, too much. 

We applaud the voters of West Spring- 
field for protecting not only their city, but 
ours, too. 

Following the vote, Bitzas withdrew his 
resolution opposing the casino, saying that 
he believed a majority of the Agawam City 
Council likely sent a strong message to the 
people of West Springfield. 

Although the casino proposal is dead 
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now, future developers should take notice 
that they will not always be welcome with 
open arms. In this respect, we are happy 
to be a part of a democracy that allows the 
people to decide what is or isn’t best for the 
place they call home. 

And even though the proposal in West 
Springfield has been rejected, it’s impor- 
tant for residents and town officials alike 
to keep abreast of the casinos proposed for 
Springfield and Palmer respectively. It may 
not happen in our backyard but it will still 
happen, and we can’t always rely voters in 
those other communities to agree with us.

Appalled at outbursts

I attended a city council meeting for the 
first time on June 17. It was dismaying to 
witness Mayor Richard Cohen’s childish 
outburst (“Mayor lashes out at city coun- 
cil” and “Trading barbs,’ June 20 edition). 
Clearly he was playing to specific constitu- 
encies (parents and the teacher’s union) 
and, most appallingly, setting the worst 
example for students by a school commit- 
tee chair since Susan Dawson’s behavior at 
Springfield’s Hall of Fame complex.

While politics is understood to be “‘a dirty 
game,’ I wonder if maybe the mayor has 
crossed legal boundaries even in that are- 
na? The mayor’s depiction of the proposed 
resolution and its imagined impacts, print- 
ed throughout your article, are too mythical 
to dignify with detailed responses.

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M” condominium owners in Agawam 
are beginning to recognize the down 
side of pursuing reimbursement from the 
town for their solid waste and recyclable 
collections. These condo owners understand 
the benefits of having control over the ser- 
vices they receive in their communities. Part 
of that control is the ability to choose the 
level of collection service which best meets 
the need of their condominium residences. 
This isn’t an option for non-condo residen- 
tial owners in Agawam who must follow 
the collection schedule created by the town. 
The town’s schedule provides weekly solid 
waste and biweekly recyclable collection for 
one-to-four family dwellings. 

Agawam doesn’t provide solid waste col- 
lection for condominiums. The presumption 
is that the town administration recognizes 
condominiums as being dwellings that house 
more than four families, however, this feeble 
interpretation contradicts this assumption 
when the town assesses and taxes condos 
as individual dwellings. The reimbursement 
effort has failed to legally challenge this 
distinction; without an individual dwelling 
recognition all Agawam condominium com-

munities will continue to individually pay 
for their solid waste collections. 

Some condominium communities in Aga- 
wam provide and pay for more frequent 
collections. In one case, an Agawam con- 
dominium provides two 
weekly solid waste col-

Other condos struggle to afford the level 
of service they must provide to their com- 
munity and are just jumping on the band 
wagon of efforts that seek reimbursement. 
The unfortunate consideration of this situa- 
tion is the lack of understanding and misuse 
of information by the re1mbursement group 


quently, those seeking re- 
imbursement for solid waste and recyclable 
collections must accept this fact as a prelude 
to any reimbursement scheme. Additionally, 
they must justify the reductions of service to 
their condominium ownership but may not 
be in a position to do so. 

Some of those who actively seek reim- 
bursement from the town for the costs of 
solid waste collection don’t have the ap- 
proval of their respective condominiums to 
change the frequency of services provide to 
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community. In some cases the elected man- 
agement of the condominium never official- 
ly approved the pursuit of re1mbursement 
from the town. As a result, the elected man- 
agers are allowing their condo’s business to 
be represented and conducted by someone 
who doesn’t have the legal capacity to repre- 
sent the condominium’s official business. In 
part, this oversight has become a concern of 
numerous condominium owners who don’t 
like the idea of changing the level of service 
they receive and question the consideration 
of accepting anything less from their condo- 
minium’s elected managers. 

In conclusion, the growing consensus in 
several condominium communities con- 
tinues to support and favor the self-serv- 
ing ability of maintaining control over the 
frequency and level of service rather than 
accept the lower level of service from the 
town. These condominium owners appre- 
ciate the value of increased collection fre- 
quencies, especially when getting weekly 
doorstep service for less than the cost of a 
cup of coffee.

along with various special operations units 
of the Massachusetts State Police, including 
Collision Analysis and Reconstruction, and 
Crime Scene Services.

the scene, according to Canton Police. 

A spokesperson for the Suffolk County 
District Attorney — who is handling Jack- 
man’s case to avoid an appearance of a 
conflict of interest since Jackman was a 
2006 summer intern in the Norfolk District 
Attorney’s Office — said that at the time of 
the crash, Jackman’s blood alcohol level was 
about .20. In addition, collision reconstruc- 
tion experts estimated his speed to be greater 
than 47 mph in a 25 mph zone. 

Three days after the crash, on May 13, 
Jackman was arraigned from his hospital 
bed. While bail was initially set at $500,000, 
it was lowered to $25,000 which allowed 
him to be released home from the hospital, 
according to reports. 

Following his Superior Court arraignment 
Wednesday, Sept. 4 — during which Jack- 
man pleaded not guilty — his bail remains at 
$25,000, according to the Suffolk Country 
District Attorney’s office. He is to remain 
under house arrest and will be required to 
submit to random drug and alcohol screen- 
ings.

Q: There is a movement by some leg- 
islators to take a strong look at the in- 
creased gas tax and the new computer 
tech tax. What are your feelings on the 
tax and what do you believe you could do 
as a senator to address this issue? 

Humason: The state legislature is cur- 
rently filing a proposal to repeal the tech tax. 
I am in favor of repealing the line 1n the gas 
tax that ties future increases to the Consumer 
Price Index and require any increase be done 
with a vote.

's ‘Halo’

Children’s book illustrates faith, healing

Agawam High School graduate Kerry St. 
Laurent has published her first children’s 
book, Halo: A Story about Heaven, with 
the help of an online Kickstarter.com cam- 
paign. 

The Kickstarter.com campaign helped 
her raise over $5,000. Many who donated 
were friends of friends but she was sur- 
prised by how many names she did not rec- 
ognize on the list of contributors. 

“It was so inspiring to get that kind of 
support from strangers who really believed 
in the project,” said St. Laurent. 

In the 36-page picture book about faith 
and healing, the main character, Jessi, is 
visited by a majestic white dog who takes 
her on an adventure to help her understand 
and cope with loss. 

Three things motivated St. Laurent to 
write her book: Being heartbroken at age 
10 after the passing of her family’s dog, 
her aunt’s passing in 2000, and an interest 
in near death experiences that brought the 
ideas for this story full-circle. 

“That journey began actually at Agawam 
High, in Mrs. Poulin’s AP English class. 
We had a 30-page term paper to write over 
the course of the year and my topic was 
[near death experiences]. I was fascinated 
by how all these different accounts from 
all over the globe overlapped, creating pat- 
terns,’ she said. “My research continued 
through college, where I studied NDE’s in 
even more detail for a psychology of reli- 
gion class. Halo brings many of these ideas 
to life in a very simplified way, considering 
the sounds, colors, and feelings of those 
who claim to have experienced the after- 
life.” 

Although the story calls the afterlife 
“heaven,” Halo is a non-denominational 
book with broad spiritual undertones. The 
goal is for Halo to be less educational and 
more an open-ended source of comfort and 
inspiration to foster dialogues so adults can 
answer questions about death and spiritual- 
ity as they see fit. 

“T see the story as a foundation for a more 
in-depth conversation or a simple story 
with an inclusive, loving point of view that 
can impact someone without needing to be 
a script about dogma. With loss or illness 
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putting people in such a sensitive place, I 
felt that too many details would bog down a 
very pure message about comfort and faith. 
Also, I wanted the story to have legs, so to 
speak, and stand on its own,” she said. 

Friends and family also chipped in to help 
polish the final version. St. Laurent’s moth- 
er, a reading specialist for West Springfield 
Public Schools, was her lead editor, and 
her husband took care of typography and 
digital formatting. A good friend and col- 
league helped her take reference photos for 
illustrations. 

“The idea for the book had evolved over 
the past 13 years and I really wanted a fin- 
ished product that reflected my exact vi- 
sion. I decided to self-publish the book so 
that I would have full creative control of 
the project and the book’s marketing so I 
could donate as many copies as I wanted 
to hospitals, funeral homes, libraries, grief 
centers and churches,” she said. 

St. Laurent is a studio artist, writer and 
educator. She received her Bachelor of 
Fine Arts at the University of Massachu- 
setts-Amherst and her Master of Fine Arts 
at the University of Hartford, both with a 
concentration in painting. The journey for 
the book took over 13 years. 

“T was actually happy the book took so 
long to develop from an idea to a manu- 
script to a finished product because my ar- 
tistic style developed into the right medium 
and overall feel for the story,” she said. 

St. Laurent lives in Western Massachu- 
setts with her husband and white German 
shepherd, Koda. She is a senior faculty at 
the Art Institute of Pittsburgh-Online Divi- 
sion and a member of the board of directors 
for the PACCK Foundation, a non-profit 
organization that unleashes the healing po- 
tential of dogs for children with develop- 
mental disorders such as Autism. 

This past winter, St. Laurent went back 
to AHS to visit with art students. 

“Visiting AHS was really fun and some- 
thing I’d definitely do again. A handful of 
students were daring enough to voice their 
passion about art or their goals for the fu- 
ture, and their spark was inspiring. I[ al- 
ways encourage everyone with a creative 
streak to embrace it and capture it. Their 
energy reminded me why I do what I do, 
and why I’ve worked so hard to build a ca- 
reer and body of work that reflects who I 
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am,” she said.

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Quiet start for students 
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seemed happy to be back — and there were no 
morning tears, even from our first graders,” 
she said. 

Students began using a new “point of sale” 
system in the cafeteria. “It was a bit cumber- 
some and slowed down the lunch line quite a 
bit on the first day,’ she said. “We’ve made 
some changes, so we expect it will actually be 
a real time-saver once everyone’s used to it.” 

The Benjamin J. Phelps School got off to a 
“good start’ when it welcomed 384 students. 
“Students fell right back into the routines of 
the school day,’ said Principal Teresa Urbi- 
nati. 

During the summer a new access road was 
constructed. “It greatly improves student 
drop-offs and pick-ups, but, more important, it 
increases the safety of students,” said Urbinati. 
“A special thank you goes to the engineering 
department and [Department of Public Works] 
for designing and constructing this road.” 

Cheryl Salomao, principal at the Clifford M. 
Granger School, said it was “delightful” to see 
students’ smiling faces as they entered wear- 
ing their new school clothes. Hallways were 
filled with paraprofessionals and specialists 
helping children locate their classrooms and 
their lockers. 

More than 25 new students joined the 
Granger family in grades | through 4. Kinder- 
garten classes at Granger and other elementary 
schools started Sept. 11. 

Custodians and teachers did “an amazing 
job” getting classrooms ready for the new 
school year, said Salomao. “Floors sparkled 
and classrooms were filled with colorful learn- 
ing tools.” 

Teachers and students quickly got back into 
the school routine. “Our staff is very excited 
to be in its second year of implementing the 
math Envisions curriculum, a non-fiction writ- 
ing curriculum, and an individualized spelling 
curriculum,” she added. 

It was also a smooth start at the Roberta G. 
Doering School, but quieter than the elemen- 
tary schools. 

“Students came into school a little subdued, 
but that only lasted a short time. By lunchtime, 
they seemed to be enjoying the day,’ said 
Principal Mare Constanzi. “Their behavior 
throughout the day was ex- 
ceptional. Our only issue was 
a rush to the office during last 
period — some students for- 
got their bus number.” 

At a welcome assembly, 
Costanzi and Susan Federico, 
assistant principal, reviewed 
safety procedures and dis- 
cussed state mandated poli- 
cies, including the anti-bully- 
ing law and a law that could 
result in expulsion for bring- 
ing a weapon or controlled 
substance to school as well as 
for assaulting any staff mem- 
ber. 

“T told them I disliked hav- 
ing to mention these policies, 
but if we can save one student 
from being suspended or ex- 
pelled, it’s well worth doing,” 
said Costanzi. 

Agawam Junior High 
School Principal Norm Rob- 
bins said students were excit- 
ed to see their friends and get 
their junior high experience 
started. “You could feel their 
energy as they reconnected 
with friends they hadn’t seen 
over the summer.” 

Extended homeroom pe- 
riods for the first two days 
allowed students to review 
rules and expectations, get 
tours of the building, and as- 
sistance with opening their 
newly-assigned lockers. 

Students were introduced 
to revamped curricula and as- 
sessments to meet Common 
Core standards and a new 
state mandate to measure 
and monitor student growth. 
“We’re also implementing 
two new textbooks — math 
and foreign language — that 
align with the Common Core 
standards (math). They of- 
fer the newest strategies and 
technology that the 15-year- 
old textbooks lacked,’ said 
Robbins. 

He added AJHS will have 
its “hands full’ with the new 
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initiatives. “But, based on the great opening, 
we expect to have many wonderful stories to 
share with students, parents, and the commu- 
nity.” 

AHS Principal Steve Lemanski said there 
was “a tremendous buzz” as students entered 
school. “Students came in the school in a 
timely manner. They seemed eager to start.” 

New students were greeted by upperclass- 
men and staff took extra effort to make them 
feel comfortable and welcome. Separate as- 
semblies for grades 9-11 familiarized students 
with expectations for each classroom and 
course. 

“A positive experience was the theme for 
the day. It was uneventful, but full of energy,” 
said Lemanski. 

Superintendent William Sapelli, Assistant 
Superintendent Allison LeClair, and Business 
Manager Robert Clickstein visited schools to 
welcome back students and staff. 

“Opening day was very smooth due to plan- 
ning by school staff and the cooperation of 
parents and students,” Sapelli said.
